than he does here. 


The President has been in office 
not quite two years, but the only 
recreation he has developed is 
work and more work. He is at his 
desk early in the morning and late 
at night—not always continuously, 
of course, but he Is at the executive 
offices in and out of hours and 
sometimes on Sundays, too. 

Coolidge is a glutton for work 
and for detail. Members of the ex- 
ecutive staff do not recall a Presi- 
dent who kept in as close touch 
with detail as does Calvin Coolidge 
and it seems to agree with him 
physically, for he admittedly looks 
better and seems to feel better than 
when he first came to the White 
House. It is not unusual for Mr. 
Coolidge to drop into the clerical 
offices long after the attaches have 
gone, looking over their desks, ex- 
amining the files and pending busi- 
ness and generally overseeing the 
machinery of his office. Even on 
Sunday mornings he has dropped 
in and opened mail. Sometimes on 
week days he has opened letters 
before the regular mail could be 
sorted.

‘them positions. Then we do send 
them into various states where 
they do help out on farms and 
plantations. But they are past the 
required sehool age—and they 
would have had no home or work 
at all if we had not found both for 
them.

Jack Smith was camped wpder an elm tree 
in Bill Green’s yard. The family Buick stood 


near the khaki tent, laden with such simple 
furnishings as are required by campers. The 
whole farm was Jack’s front yard. He buys 
milk from Bill—new milk still frothing in 
the pail. His water comes from a deep cis- 
tern or a spring down in the woovs pastures. 
A few steps from Mrs. Smith’s camp stove is 
a garden, wondrously stocked with new po- 
tatoes, string beans, peas, sweet corn, and 
other “garden sass." For his plenty of this, 
Jack pays farmer's prices. -He buys meat in 
Sarcoxie or chickens from DHI, or sends one 
of his youngsters out to kill a squirrel now 
and then. 

There are five children in the family, three 
big enough to pick strawberries. Counting 
Mrs. Smith, Jack has four assistants in the 
strawberry patch. He is paid three cents a 
quart for picking. If he starts early and 
works hard he earns seven or eight dollars 
a day. Mrs. Smith earns $3 a day. The 
little Smiths average $1.50 each, though Tom, 
the largest boy says he never picks less than 
$z worth. At any rate, Jack is assured of 
an income of from $12 to $15 a day. 


Nor will this employment soon run out. 


When the strawberry season here is over, 
Jack will point the rusty nose of his Buick 
to the road again. The Smith family will 
make for the Kansas wheat fields where Jack 
can earn $6 a day driving a binder and his 
boys $4 apiece shocking wheat. 

Wheat ripens gradually and the cutting 
season grows later as the traveler makes his 
way northward. In June you will find the 
Smiths camped in a Kansas pasture. In 
July they will have moved into Nebraska. In 
August they may be in South Dakota or as 
far North as the Red River district in North 
Dakota and Minnesota. They will not over- 
work—trust Jack for that. He estimates that 
two days work a week under harvest wages 
will support his family. He may work an ex- 
tra day or so on the average to buy gasoline 
and tires for the Buick. Byt there will be 
loafing days on the road, beside fragrant 
woodlands, fishing in lazy streams, hunting 
on friendly hills.

Browned men and boys tramp into 
town, their pockets heavy with the meta! 
checks issued by the strawberry growers tn 
pay for the quarts each has picked that day. 
There is the bustle of a carnival, the magic 
of a fete about it all. 

Not that strawberry picking is easy. The 
correspondeft tried it in a field where 40 or 
more pickers were at work. You are handed 
a shallow tray holding half a dozen quart 
boxes and assigned a row of plants. And 
some humorist yells, “Root for ‘em boy!” 

Strawberries seem to hug the ground anq 
hide around clumps of sharp-bladead grass 
After the first two minutes an ache begins in 
the back of the neck. In three minutes this 
ache extends in a broad band down the back, 
focusing about the liver. Then the fingers 
start to cramp. Changing hands is impossi 
ble as both are needed. The picker is sur- 
posed to reject green and blighted berries 
as one or two in a box will reduce the grade 
from A to B. After 10 minutes the tender- 
foot’s eyes ache and then his head aches and 
in half an hour the ache is nv» longer confined 
to specific points. But those who are hard- 
ened to it go down the row in a half creep- 
ing posture,.plucking berries right and left 
and filling a quart box in what appears to be 
two motions. And they keep it up all day. 
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One hundred quarts is considered only a 
moderate day's work. The good pickers 
reach 200 quarts with no trouble. As the 
trays are filled they are carried to a small 
shed at a corner of the patch where women 
give credit to each picker for the quarts he 
turns in. The berries then are worked over 
by women or children, who throw out bad 
ones and pack the boxes in crates. The 
crates are loaded in an automobile or a 
spring wagon and carried -carefully to the 
loading sheds of the growers’ association. 

Wanderers are not the only source of la- 
bor supply. At Bill Green's when the cor- 
respondent failed there was a iad from 
Springfield, and three youngsters from Sar- 
coxie.

ec States came to bid. 
The incoming laborers who arrived early, 
cr who did not care for work in the berry 
patches found employment in the peony fields, 
Men have been sent-out daily with shears to 
cut the peony buds and women are empl 
to store them in refrigeratibn rooms or to 
pack them for immediate shipment. There are 
four commercial growers of peonies about 
Sarcoxie, Gilbert H. Wild being the pioneer, 
He and the Wild Brothers Nursery, operated 
by an uncle ahd cousins are the largest grow- 
ers. Otis Lambeth and James Whitaker op- 
erate smaller enterprises. Peonies have come 
into great demand by florists in recent years 
as a show flower and the Sarcoxie growers 
have more demand than they can supply. 
The peony is a perennial and every good 
plant will produce eight or 10 buds annually. 
These buds sell for $10 or $15 a hundred, 
Considering that 8000 are cut from a single 
acre it is apparent that the peony growers 
have plenty of funds to pay Jack. Smith and 
his fellows for their work. 
“‘Sarcoxie is a lovely stopping place for the 
great caravan of the foot-loose and fancy free 
this time of year.

The latter 
was one of the first if not the first mutual 
sales organization in the country and served 
as model for the California fruit... growers 
when they formed exchanges. Both ship 
berries for their members on a pool basis. — 
Each member brings in his day's harvest 
to the shed of his respective association 16- 
cated near the Sarcoxie, St. Louis & San 
Francisco station. A _ refrigerator car is 
packed, each member contributing berries to 
it being given a car slip showing the num- 
ber of crates and the grade. Market reports 
wired every day determine whether the car 
will be routed to Chicago,.St. Louis, Des 
Moines, Omaha or New York. The car is 
sold as a whole and the price forms the basis 
for pro rata returns to the shippers. Those 
sending in Grade A berries of course receive 
more than those whose berries graded B. 
Berries were selling at about $4.60 a crate 
wholesale at the height of the season. Each 
crate costs the shipper 28 cents. He has in 
addition the expepse of raising the berries, 
picking and handling. The crop this year 
was not so heavy as it has been in years said 
past, but good patches yielded 100 crates to 
the acre. Roughly speaking this gave the 
grower a gross return of $460 an acre, which, 
as many remarked, beats a wheat crop at $30 
an acre.

E HAD left Battle Harbor on Aug. It seems we were about four miles off the Cran-

We 
decided to push on without the aid of machinery, 
and on Thursday, the twenty-second, we tacked out 
the narrow 20 miles of Humber Arm and through 
the bay, and at dawn on the twenty-third we were 
off the outer arm and into the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

For three days there was fog with light winds, and 
we were glad on the morning of the twenty-fifth 
to be in the ocean again, where we at least would 
have wind enough to sail and make some progress 
on the last leg of our long journey home. 

Late in the day we took a tack in toward the shore, 
but there was a mild fog and a fresh wind, and we 
did not want to go too close, nor yet miss Cape 
Canso. 

We did not make out the shore. We turned again 
and went southerly during the night, and in the 
morning we were out of sight of land, with no possi- 
bility of taking an observation or finding out just 
where we were. We could see a mile or so ahead 
and from time to time sighted a schooner. Deciding 
to locate our position, we again turned toward the 
shore and about 11 came on a fishing boat that was 
a little to the east of™s. 

There was a dory out fishing, so we drew near and 
spoke to the men on the smack and asked them 
where we were.

Arnold picked himself up and I told him to get on 
his clothes and open the floor hatch to see how much 
Water the boat was taking.
